IN GLADES SOUGHT 
BY DOYLE CROCKER 


Resolution Fails of Passage 
as Result of Tie Vote 
of Commission 


County Commissioner Doyle 
Crocker of this district presented 
a motion at the meeting of the 
county commission in West Palm 
Beach Monday that $500 of the 
county physician's salary and $500 
of the Everglades weifage fund be 
used to pay one or more physicians 
in the Everglades section of the 
county to handle county work in 
this part of the county. The reso- 
lution failed to carry as the result 
of a tie vote, Commissioner C. Y. 
Byrd supporting it and Commis- 
sioners A. A. Poston and Ralph Os- 
borne opposing it. 

Chairman C. C, Anderson re- 
fused to break the tie vote, mov- 
ing instend that the matter be

taken up with the welfare com- 
mittee and the new county physi- 
cian for further consideration. In 
preseüting the resolution Commis- 
stoner Crocker said he believed 
that the county physician would 
be willing to relinquish $500 of 
his salary to be relieved of the 
Everglades section work. Commis- 
sioner Byrd called attention to the 
fact that some such plan had rec- 
ommended by the recent grand 
jury. Chairman Anderson's motion 
carried by a vote of 3 to 2, Com- 
missioners Byrd and Crocker op- 
posing it. 

Early in the meeting the com- 
mission by a unanimous vote ap- 
pointed Dr. C. W. Shackleford of 
West Palm Beach as county pii ysi- 
cian to succeed the late Er. 1- D.! 
Gunter, Dr. R, C. Denisom of Lake |

opposed the latter appointment on 
the grounds that the relatively 
small number of cases could 
handled by the sheriff's office ad 
probate judge.
